TESTIMONY CONCERNING 

MARTIN LUTHER KING BEFORE THE 

HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE 



The Attorney General called and stated that during the course of his 
testimony yesterday on the Justice Department appropriation, he learned that 
there had been previous testimony before the Committee concerning the sub¬ 
versive affiliations of Martin Luther King. He said something was mentioned 
about a report having been withdrawn and he asked whether this had anything to 
do with the report he had discussed with the Bureau some time ago. He wanted 
to know if there was anything on the record with regard to such testimony. 

After checking with Mr. Mohr, the Attorney General was infornj/e<i 
that there was absolutely nothing on the record insofar as the Bureau was cpnf 
cerned in regard to this matter. It was pointed out that the House Subcommittee 
had been concerned about some film which USIA was going to distribute abroad, 
in which Martin Luther King played a particular part, and because of this the 
Director had been asked about King's background. The comments in this regard, 
however, were off the record. 


, The Attorney General seemed completely satisfied with this, as he

On June 25, 1964, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, furnished information 
that Martin Luther Kins, Jr., contacted Clarence Jones on that 
date. King mentioned that "they" (the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SOLO) and those demonstrating i gainst 
segregation in St. Augustine, Florida), are having a tough time 
in St. Augustine. He stated that there is a complete breakdown 
of law and order, and King remarked that "it is getting tough 
or. non-violence". King stated that the Klan (the Ku ft'lux Klan) 
"is making a showdown down here and the federal government ha3 
not done a thing". 

ICing told Jones that forty people were beaten that 
evening, and he added that this was the worst night which they 
had ever had. King remarked that the Klan (Ku Klux Klan) is 
very close to the police (in St. Augustine). ICing indicated 
that the demonstrators are the people being beaten and that they 
are also the people being placed in Jail. 

King remarked that the reporters (newspaper reporters 
covering the situation in St. Augustine) x-xy that if federal 
troops are not brought in "it is going to bo bloody". In this 
connection. King said he is going to have many telegrams poured

Into the White House. Jone3 replied that Johnson (President 
Johnson) Is very sensitive to public opinion, and lie remarked 
that King Is the most powerful Negro leader. Jones instructed 
King to continue to make sharp statements to the press blaming 
the federal government for not doing more. 

King stated that they (the Ku Klux Klan) feel that 
they can beat us into submission, and King added that he Is 
afraid someone will be killed. Both man agreed that President 
Johnson is preoccupied with the election and Mississippi (the 
situation in Mississippi where three civil rights workers have 
been missing since June 21, 1964). King stated he will tell 
the press that the government is not protecting them. According 
to Jones, the "hard core" in the South will not respect the 
Civil Rights Bill, and they agree that the government will have 
to enforce it. 


Jones stated that he will get seme people to work 
sending telegrams. King indicated that he is considering having 
a march on the White House to protest actions In St, Augustine 
and Mississippi. 


A second confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on June 25, 1964, that Stanley 
Levlson and Clarence Jones conferred on that date. Levison 
related that he had recently met with Adele Kantsr (employee of 
■'■he New York Office of the SCLC), and had worked on a new 
statement to be issued in an effort to collect money for SCJIjC 
activities in St. Augustine, Alabama and Missis3ippi.*jL

choice of Dr. Martin Lutheh'king, Jr., as their "Man of the Year 1 . 1 for 
1963. -- --- 

One of our readers sent to us the enclosed tearsheet from some news¬ 
paper which portends to show a picture of Martin Luther King at a 
Communist training school. I am not sure that 1 recognize him in the 
group. 

I am interested in learning about some of the charges mentioned in the 
iegend accompanying this picture. is it true that Martin Luther King 
belongs to sixty Conmunist-front organizations--more than any Communist 
in the United States? Do you or any of your officials recognize Abner

the Southern Conference Education Fund, Inc., is the Transmission Belt 
in the South for the Communist Party? Please also, may i have any 
information you may have concerning whether the Highlander Folk School 
at Monteagle, in Tennessee, is a school for Communist training.

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I In* Supreme Cum! de ms outlawing prayer 
and Riblr Trading in 11 it * j > 11 1 > Me schools, as well as 
the question of federal aid to church schools, point 
up the inability of what was diht a Protestant 
majority in the United States to win sufficient con¬ 
verts to hold its place in a pluralistic society, as 
well as the awesome and growing power of big 
govrrnpicnt. The churches, apparently unable to 
influence legislation through the witness of individual 
Christians it) government, seem increasingly to be 
using ecclesiastical pressures to gain their goals, and 
thus becoming over more involved in government 
and ii\ a sense dependent upon it. Some of them 
gave active support to rtjual rights lor the Negro, 
il not in their own churches and neighborhoods, at 
least on the national scene. 

Our secular society seems at times both to despise 
and to delight in its moral decadence, but it comes 
up with no solutions for our disintegrating moral 
standards and our growing moral corruption. Evan¬ 
gelical Christians who know something of the trans¬ 
forming power of Jesus Christ could witness more 
effectively to our secular society by a more consistent 
Christian answer, not onlv to the race problem but 
also to other compromising situations in their own 
lives. The Supreme Court decisions are not only 
evidence that ours is a pluralistic society, hut, even 
more, they reveal a secularism which finds less and less 
place for religion outside of the church walls, except 
for a few moments when a President is assassinated. 

Rut Can! is not leasing Himself without witness. 
There are signs of hope. The response to the Hilly 
Graham California Crusade reveals both spiritual 
hunger and spiritual vitality. One does not need 
to believe in “speaking in tongues’* to see in the 
charismatic revival a hunger for reality in religion; 
one does not need to be a Roman Catholic to see 
in the efforts at reform within that Church the 
same working of the Spirit oi Cod. We can have 
confidence that if men choose to resist the Gospel 
and quenc h the Spirit in some areas, God will raise 
jjjr-His witness to he carried on in other places by 
other men. '

We appreciate the choice and are glad to see this 
honored recognition of the religious leadership and 
motivation in the Negro revolution. Commenting on 
their choice Time said: “Few can explain the extraor¬ 
dinary Kin mistique. Vet he possesses an inex¬ 
pressible capacity for empathy that is the touchstone 
of leadership. By deed and by preachment, he has 
stirred in his people a Christian forbearance that 
nourishes hope and smothers injustice.

gence value. New York is not to take any direct steps 
relative to sensitive-type coverage but will give it full 
consideration and communicate with the Bureau for authority 
should they anticipate possible use.

A second confidential source, who has furr 
reliable Information in the past, advised on January 
that, on that date, the person who is editing Martin 
King's forthcoming book, Hex^inlne Popper, was in contact 
Stanley Levison. They discussed this book with respect 
King's handling of President Johnson and Levison commented 
that King is hesitant to praise Johnson too much because he 
is not sure of Johnson's final position on civil right 




Popper discussed several items which appeared in a 
letter of King, written while he was in Jail in Birmingham, 
which had not actually occurred at the time. Levison stated 
that King later edited this letter and inserted the additional 
material. He advised her to include it but to be very general, 
for example, in the p?.^t about police dogs attacking six 
unarmed\Negro children, she should omi > the six and put in the

They also discussed the theme of the book which has to 
do with making the Negro movement for economic progress tie in 
with the President's war on poverty. Levison said that Clarence 
Jones told him that he, Jones, and King discussed this at length 
at the meeting In North Carolina and that they wanted the Negro 
movement to advocate economic progress, not only for the Negro, 
but for the poor whites in the South in order to tie in Negrp_ ^ 
economic progress with the President's war against poverty. 




It is noted that a Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) meeting was held at Black Mountain, North 
Carolina, in January, 1964, which was attended by Clarence Jones. 
The purpose of the meeting was to make plans for the SCLC for

I talked with SAC McMahon of Atlanta yesterday afternoon 
concerning the^captioned case and specifically the travels of 
Mar tin Luther^King. I noted to McMahon that the Milwaukee office 
advised us that King and his party stayed in Chicago on Sunday 
evening and apparently traveled to Milwaukee Monday morning, I 
asked if Atlanta was aware of the fact that King was going to stay 
overnight in Chicago Sunday night. I also asked if Atlanta was 
in possession of information indicating where ling would be going 
when he left Milwaukee. 

McMahon said the logs maintained by Atlanta contain no 
information concerning King’s departure from Atlanta for Milwaukee 
but that a telephone call had been received at 4:03 p.m. from 
King's secretary, Dora McDonald, who was then in Milwaukee. She 
made reference to the fact that she, Walker, and King were in 
Milwaukee and would be leaving Chicago at 8:15 a.m. 1/28 via 
Delta Airlines for Atlanta, arriving 10:52 a.m. 

Since SAC Baker of Milwaukee had previously indicated that 
King would be leaving Milwaukee at 11:00 p.m. Monday, it appears 
that the King party will proceed from Milwaukee to Chicago where 
they will stay overnight and take the early morning flight for 
Atlanta. In view of the short stay of this group in Chicago, no 
arrangements are being made to cover King's activities there.

Field Representative of the National Committee To Abolish 
the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 

A second source advised on September 17, 1932, 
that FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of 
September, 1932. 


A third source furnished on September l4, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the Nev: York Council to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which 
v/ere adopted by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed 
the intention to continue to work for the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (KCUA) and to 
continue its efforts to broaden the participation in this 
fight. Anotner resolution accepted as a modus vivendi the 
suggestion of the Field Representative of the "National 
Committee to Abolish the 1ICUA" (NCAHUAC) namely that local 
abolition committees may identify and co-ordinate their 
efforts as closely as they desire with NCAHUAC, still 
maintaining their autonomy for as flexible and independent 
a program as possible. 

Various sources have advised during March, 1962, 
that Communist Party (CP) members in the New York City area 
have been solicited to support activities of the NYCAHUAC 
during attendance at CP club meetings. 

On May 6, 1963, the first source advised that the 
NYCAHUAC continues to function from its office at 150 West
